A GI and his family enroute to his home m Davenport, la., for a 


30-day leave lost their home and most of its furnishings Sunday when 
a semi-trailer truck flattened their house trailer into a pile of junk. 


The crash happened at the intersection of routes 30 and 26 at 12:50 


p. m , according to Sheriff Charles H. Redebaugh. George Robert 
Adams, his wife, Elsie, and their two children, Shirley, 3, and Sidney, 
I'/z, were riding west on route 30 in the car which was pulling their 
trailer home. 


The sheriff said that Adams 


halted for the stop sign at the 
intersection of Rt. 26 and had 
just started his car and tiailer 
across the intersection when the 
semi trailer tractor rammed the 
read of the house trailer. 


Hitch Breaks 


The tiailer hitch broke and the 


tongue went through the trunk of 
the Adams car. The rear of the 
trailer went down and the large 
tractor truck climbed the roof 
of the fragile house on wheels.

WASHINGTON—(AP)—The commanding general of the Detroit

said: "I am still in the army. I 
don't know what Iwil 1 do now.

thing. The opportunity doesn't arise very often. 


Some members of the House Foreign Affairs, Appropri- 


ations and Armed Services Committees and the full Senate 
Foreign Relations" Committee have just completed a tour ot 
Paris: London and other European capitals. Their purpose 
was to collect data bearing on the foreign aid program they 
must fashion this year. 


Not since 1947, at the birth of the Marshall Plan, have 


key congressional leaders gone abroad for first-hand infor- 
mation on aid requirements. This time a good part of the 
testimony which will form the basis of major policy decisions 
has been taken overseas. • • * 


Reports indicate that the committee members who par- 


ticipated in this tour had at all times a responsible attitude. 
They sought evidence objectively, they posed searching 
questions and they struck a constructive note even when 
critical.

They talked to heads of foreign governments. They 


heard the views of the Americans who administer both the 
economic and the military phases of the assistance program. 
They got the fullest possible on-the-spot picture of the state 
of Western defenses and the condition of Europe's econ- 
omies.

In past years many lawmakers have complained they 


heard only the Administration side of the foreign aid story. 
But now they have done the one thing best calculated to 
give them the'raw nlfiterial'for an independent judgment of 
Europe's needs. 
They have afforded the nation and the world an admir- 


able display of the imagination and energy of free lawmakers 
at their working best They have, at least in this'preparatory 
phase, measured up to the demands of responsible govern- 
ment in a critical period. • • » 


Some of these legislators are home already, and others 


are drifting back from time to time. Their public comment 
on their inquiry offers additional proof they have approached 
this job with sober good sense. 
It is significant that none talks of wholesale reductions

on peritonitis. This is a pleasure, »° much better now than in the 
because peritonitis, which in the 
sast caused so many doctors and 
patients to hold their breaths, is 
:oday a vanishing condition. The 
credit for this goes largely to the 
germ killers of the sulfa and peni- 
cillin families and partly to safer 
methods of surgery. 


Peritonitis gets its name from 


the delicate tissue which lines the 
abdominal 
cavity, 
that 
cavity 


which contains the stomach, in- 
testines, liver and other organs 
dealing principally with digestion. 


This lining is called the peril 


toneum. Most cases of peritonitis 
or inflammation of this lining re- 
sult from the escape of germs into 
the abdominal cavity from 
the 


stomach, intestines, 'or appendix. 


There are many ways in which 


peritonitis can arise. One of the 
common ones is the result ot the 
rupture of an inflamed appendix; 
this is the.main reason why it is 
so dangerous to let appendicitis 
run on without removing the or- 
gan. 


Indeed the rupture of any di 


gestive organ which spills material 
into abdominal cavity is likely to 
produce peritonitis. For example, 
a stomach ulcer which eats all the 
way through te lining will allow 
germ laden material to enter the 
abdomen and may cause peritoni 
tis. 


Twenty years, ago the appear- 


ance of peritonitis, regardless oi 
the exact cause, was considerec 
a desperate risk for the patient; 
some recovered but a great many 
did not. It isn't good to develop 
peritonitis now, but the chances 
of recovery are enormously better 


INFECTION STOPPED 


Most of the germs which cause 


peritonitis yield to the sulfa drugs 
or penicillin or its relatives. This 
also gives the surgeon time to in 
vestigate the exact cause and re 
pair the damage which is usuallj 
the escape of infected materia 
from the intestinal tract.

Keep Veils 
Fresh, Crisp 


As veils become increasingly im- 


portant in the scheme of things, 
the woman who wishes to appear 
well-dressed must assume a grow 
ing responsibility for keeping these 
fiJmy accessories in tip-top order. 


Whether veils are used as trim- 


ming for hats, or whether they're 
used alone us a headpiece for late- 
afternoon or evening wear, they 
tend to lose their effectiveness as 
soon as they become droopy. 


A quick means of sprucing up a 


veil is the old trick that works so 
well with net gowns that have be- 
come limp and sagging. Simply 
smooth the veil upon your ironing 
board, place over it a piece of wax 
paper, then whisk lightly across 
the two with a moderately hot 
iron. The wax transferred in this 
operation will add body to the 
bedraggled fabric and help it to 
regain its stiffness.

After a thorough rinsing, dip the 


veil in a thin solution of sugar

excess moisture, then press with a 
warm iron.

the brave; the no-good, the naive, 
and the knave. 


Our photographers take them. 


They go everywhere in Washing- 
ton, true hL«torians. recording how 
we are from day to day, freezing 
on strips of film in an instant and 
forever the meaning and emotion 
of a face. 
Should Give Inright 


Those faces on the board, bright 


and dreary, cruel and kind, should 
give anyone an insight into man- 
kind if he suffers from the illusion 
that all men arc good or all men 
bad.There are the faces of the sol- 
diers from Korea, trim with crew 
haircuts, receiving the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor at 
the 


White House for heroism above 
and beyond the requirements .of 
duty. Their faces have lines long 
beyond their years. 


Faces of statesmen look down 


from the board: Cold, cynical, 
warm, haughty, a little remote 
maybe from the common run of 
mankind, but all seeking a road to 
survival and some showing strain 
from the attacks made on their 
ability and their intentions. 


Some Are Sincere 


Their critics are there, too. their 


faces tense from their own oratory 
some of them responsible, some ir- 
responsible, some sincere and some 
whose sincerity has been deeply 
questioned. 


The clean-shaven faces of gen- 


erals and admirals, carrying on the 
nation's business in the earth's far 
ends, peer out sturdily from the 
glossy prints, almost cheek to 
cheek with the latest beauty queen 
in the picture next door. 


There's a picture of Mr. Bumble 


for there's always a Mr. Bumble 
and of a professor, a doctor, a 


awyer, and of the character who 
cfuses 
to 
answer 
questions, 


quinting through lenses so thick 
is eyes-seem small as squirrels' 
yes, looking for a bush to hide in. 


Everybody'* Doing It 


There's 
the 
grotesque 
little 


windier and right beside him are 
is victims looking hurt but sud- 
enly 
self-righteous, now that 


hey're condemning him, although 
icrhaps they had pumped their 
noney into him to bribe officials,. 
never seeming to think there was 
anything wrong with that, or very 
vrong. believing "everybody's do- 
ng it," an easy way to salve a 
onscienee. 
There's plenty of larceny in 


ome of those faces on the board. 
And worse. There are gangsters 
nd crooked cops and sheriffs, 
acing a crime quiz. 


It's startling to see how' fierce 


their eyes can be and how hatred 
and passion puff their necks and 
aces when they lean forward to 
hout "liar" at an accuser. 
Those faces on the wall make 


up the picture of American life, 
he good side by side with the bad. 
There are faces like them in every 
.own and hamlet. There have to 
be. These faces come from- there.
